Dan West is a tall, white- 
haired man of gentle voice and 
demeanor, who was born near 
Dayton, Ohio, but who for al- 
most 20 years has been work- 
ing as, I judged, a sort of mis- 
sionary in the field of humani- 
ties for the Church of the Breth- 
ren, who have quite a large 
congregation. 

I was somewhat astonished to 
learn, in talking with his com- 
panion, George Neff, who is in 
the business of feeding-out beef 
cattle, that this quiet gentleman 
had originated the ‘‘Heifers-to- 
Europe” plan, and that the idea 
came to him while doing relief 
work in Spain during the Civil 
War there. So, I asked him 
about it. 

“I got the idea in Spain all 
right,” he said. ‘‘And I got it 
because there was a lot of grass 
where I was and a lot of hun- 
gry children who needed milk. 
We were importing milk from 
Holland, and there wasn’t near- 
ly enough of it. The Spanish 
health officials were ruthless 
because they had to be. If a 
baby receiving milk didn’t gain 
weight that child was judged be- 
yond help and deprived of milk 
which then went to some child 
not so far gone in health. That 
hurt me deeply. I kept seeing 
cows on that grass.”’ 

The net result was ‘‘Heifers- 
to-Europe.’’ Some 6,000, includ- 
ing a few hundred bulls, were 
shipped, some by airplane. 
About the same number of milk 
goats also fitted into the plan 
and went to countries where 
the goat is “more practical;”’ 
in other words, where there 
isn’t good grazing land. 


Flying Sausages 


The Church of the Brethren is 
continuing this work. They now 
are shipping several hundred 
gilts to South American coun- 
tries. (For the information of 
the urban ignorant, a gilt does 
not refer to a gold color, but is 
a female swine which has not 
yet produced pigs.) “The boys 
call them ‘Flying Sausages,’ ”’ 
' gaid Dan West, smiling his nice 
smile. : 

In talking about this work in 
international humanities, he 
came up with a story which 
stayed with me. “After the

A highway safety bill that would 
prohibit livestock from roaming 
at large along the public roads 
of Georgia failed to pass the 
House Tuesday when it fell two 
votes short of the required con- 
stitutional majority. 

On a roll call the bill received 
101 votes to only 68 against the 
proposal, but 105 votes were re- 
quired for passage. 

Rep. John Bell of Richmond, a 
sponsor of the bill, immediately 
served notice that he would ask 
the House to reconsider its ac- 
tion. 

Speaker protem George Smith 
II of Emanuel, who led the fight 
against the bill, said, however, 
that a favorable vote to recon- 
sider would place the bill at the 
foot of the House calendar.

Such a precedent is nothing but a blank 
check for mutiny. It is the absolute destruction of the chain 
of command. . 

“The one issue in this trial was the insanity of Commander 
Queeg—the insanity, not the mistakes or misdeeds of poor judg- 
ment. The language of Articles 184, 185, and 186 excludes every 
possibility except the complete, utter, and unmistakable madness 
of the captain. The defense made no effort to establish such a 
justification for the simple reason that it never existed. 

“Has any officer of this court ever sailed with a captain who 
committeed no errors of judgment? Has any officer who has been 
in the Navy more than a few years failed to find himself under 
a captain with marked personal and emotional eccentricities? 
Naval command is the greatest strain that can be brought to bear 
on a person. Whatever his weakness—and they may even be 
grave weaknesses—the captain is a man who can command a 
combatant ship. 

‘In proof of this I need only cite the recorded fact that. this 
case is the first in 30 years impugning the captain of a Navy 
ship under those articles. And even in this case the scientific © 
findings of psychiatrists are forcibly and unanimously on the 
side of the Navy’s system of command appointments. The doc- 
tors say that the Navy DID know what it was doing in giving the 
CAINE to.Commander Queeg.

President Eisenhower has made no 
decision on whether to impose a block- 
ade on Red China by the American 
Navy. One must assume that he is 
studying all aspects of the situation, in- 
cluding the position of our allies and 
of India, before making such a decision. 

It is difficult to see how a United 
States imposed blockade could be suc- 
cessful without approval of the United 
Nations. Even Senator Russell, who 
says a blockade would be helpful, 
makes this reservation. If we should 
go it alone, we run the further risk of 
division among our allies and of even- 
tually having.to go it alone in the Far 
East. That, of course, is what the 
Kremlin wants. 

There is no way of telling how much 
trading in war goods is actually going 
on with. Communist China through 
Hong Kong or through Chinese ports. 


The British maintain that last year 


there was no trade in strategic goods 
sanctioned by the British government 
and that their trade with the Reds 
amounted to one-tenth of 1 per cent of 
the total. If British shipping was used 
to bring in contraband from other coun- 
tries, they have no official knowledge. 


They are, of course, greatly con- 
cerned about their colony of Hong 
Kong, which must be supplied from the 
outside and which is largely dependent 
upon the Communist Chinese for water 
and food. 
would be about Alaska in a similar 
position. 

No one can deny, however, that to 
cut off fhe flow of strategic goods to the 
Chinese Communists from the sea—re- 
gardless of their source—is a desirable 
aim. Most of the Reds’ war materials 
now come overland from Russia, whose 
Siberian ports cannot be blockaded un- 
less we are prepared to fight them, too. 


However, there is no reason why the 
Chinese Nationalists should not estab- 
lish their own blockade and with ships 
supplied by us; if necéssery,"if that ip: 
the only way out. 

‘We note that Senator Wiley (Rep., 
Wis.), chairman of the Senate foreign 
relations committee, is calling for a 
more rapid buildup of Chiang Kai- 
shek’s forces. He wants them supplied 
with arms and other materiel more 
rapidly. 

We must remember that either of 
these objectives will require time and 
careful supervision by United States 
personnel. Chiang is reported to have 
cleansed his army and his headquar- 
ters of the corrupt elements that 
helped to cause his downfall. How- 
ever, we cannot afford to re-equip and 
resupply his armies only to have the 
arms, money, and supplies fall again 
into the hands of the Communists 
through treachery of Chiang’s leaders. 

In the meantime, we must be pa- 
tient. We must try to understand our 
allies and their problems, too. If we 
decide to proceed withont and in spite 
of them, the consequences of that action 
must be carefully weighed. 

We are on the move. The situation 
will not be stabilized immediately. But 
we are on the move and in that there 
is cause for optimism. Whatever we do 
possesses an element of danger we can~- 
not escape.

Commutation Plea 


Further insight on the Ben Garland 
case, now a cause celebre, will be 
found in a letter which the solicitor- 
under-fire has written to The Monroe 
Advertiser, published in Forsyth where 
last week a grand jury demanded Gar- 
land’s resignation because he recom- 
mended that the State Pardon and Pa- 
role Board commute to life the death 
sentence of William Ogletree, Negro 
war veteran. 

Said Solicitor Garland in part: 


“My prayer on bended knee each 

night ends with: ‘Dear Lord, give me 
the courage and strength and ability 
to be the kind of solicitor you would 
have me be.’ Now this type of dedi- 
cation has led me into some appar- 
ently strange and unusual actions. . 
I know I’ve made mistakes and will 
continue to do so, but my greatest 
mistakes are made when I ignore di- 
vine dictates.” 


Solicitor Garland goes on ra review 
the Ogletree case. (Two Korean vet- 
erans, one white, the other colored, 
scuffled at a filling station. The fatal 
shooting followed.) His letter ends with 
these words: 


“Of course, I knew what abuse 
I'd get for. taking a ‘last ditch’ stand 
for Ogletree. But I remained silent 
as long as I could. I had to speak 
out. My baby underwent a serious 
operation at the time set for the exe- 
cution and I wonder if God would

‘Little Alex’ Lives 
In Our Affections 


Today is the birthday anniversary 
of Alexander H. Stephens, the Geor- 
gian who became Vice-President of the 
Confederate States of America. Born 
Feb. 12, 1812, in Taliaferro County, 


Stephens became one of the state’s 


greatest men despite physical handi- 
caps that made him a semi-invalid for 
most of his life. 

Elected to Congress in 1843, the 
slight Georgian became one of its most 
eloguent spokesmen. He fought to 
save the union, to work out a compro- 
mise that would prevent war. He bat- 
tled the hotheads who _ recklessly 
pushed the nation to dissolution and 
war. - He was conscientiously opposed 
to continuation of slavery and sought 
to bring about its peaceful end. He was 
opposed to secession and yet became the 
first Vice-President of the states that 
seceded. 

Following the war, he was impris- 
oned for several months before retir- 
ing to Liberty Hall at Crawfordville, 


which has become.a shrine for his ad- | 


mirers. He was elected to the U. S. 
Senate in 1866 but was disqualified 
from service. He died performing his 
last public duties as governor of Geor- 
gia, while confined to a wheel chair, 
in 1883. 

Today in Richmond, Va., a bust of 
Stephens will be unveiled in that state’s 
House of Delegates. A number of Geor- 
gians, including members of the Ste- 
phens family, will attend. This is a 
fitting tribute to a great Georgian and 
a great American, whose contributions 
to his state and nation have stood the 
test of time.

the Holy See knows what the United States 
Government is doing and saying and that 
the Department of State here may know 
what the policies and moves of the Vatican 
happen to be from day to day. 

When it is realized that Catholic political 
parties are the balance wheel in Germany, 
France and Italy and that the Vatican’s 
influence extends behind the Iron Curtain, 
where there are millions of Catholics, the 
importance of keeping abreast of the Vati- 
can’s moral power as it is being exerted 
against Communist imperialism is empha- 
sized and the case for a special envoy to 
the Holy See takes on a different aspect. 


Also it will be found that the Vatican is 
unhappy about the absence of American 
representation and would take offense at 
any suggestion.that the American ambas- 
sador to Italy perform diplomatic functions 
at the Holy See as a sideline. This would 
break down the whole: principle of diplo- 
matic representation which the Vatican has 
with more than 35 governments throughout 
the world.

(Psalm 14:1), and it is only a fool who 
thinks he is big enough or smart enough 
to violate the unchangeable laws of God.

Be- 
fore men can live rightly with each other, 
they must get right with God.

Surprising it is where God begins His 
laws. ‘We would think the first one would 
be “Thou shalt believe in a God,” a law 
against atheism.

Another letter says. to the contrary, that ‘‘the goed Lord knows 
he (Snavely) has had the material for the past three years.” I 
saw North Carolina Icse to Duke two years ago. There wasn’t 
a top running back or passer on the team. Overall, it was one of 
the slowest major teams I ever saw. Yet, with this sort of talent 
Snavely almost beat both Notre Dame and Maryland, two of the 
nation’s annual dandies. 

In so many cases, alumni in cities whose high schools had 
sent along loca] aces to Snavely’s schoo! of footbal] have turned 
on him. That the aces didn’t pan out havc been. charged per- 
sonally to Snavely. That the boy might have had it in high school 
but not in college has never occurred to the he!l'yachinz old grads. 

I’m not subscribing to compromise with defeat. Something 
should have been done. As before, | charge Snavely with tv-o 
grave mistakes, (1) change of formations from one he knew so 
well, and (2) selection of assistants from the heart rather 
than from the head. These are his sole responsibilities, but 
m neither can I see any moral issue, rather honest mistakes. 

But to charge him with methods frowned upon by the univer- 
sity hardly seems just to me. If those methods were off base, 
then Snavely should have been called to account for them in 
1947, or 1948 as well as 1952. A coach most ussuredly has responsi- 
bilities to his school. The school is not working for him, as some 
appear to assume, rather he is an employee of the school. 

As yet, however, I have to be shown where Snavely has 
blackened the name of North Carolina, except in the column of 
won and lost figures. 


There are five major colleges in the state, Duke, Wake 
Forect.

A. Van Fleet, whose only regret was that “we didn’t finish 
the job,” today turned over command of the Eighth Army 
in Korea to Lt. Gen. Maxwell’D. Taylor. : 


It was learned that Van Fleet 
will prepare en route home a 
series of speeches elaborating his 
views that he could have scored 
a knockout victory in mid-1951 
except for the high command de- 
cision to continue fruitless truce 
talks while the Reds rebuilt. 

The 60-year-old general turned 
over the command he held for 
nearly 23 months in a simple 
ceremony at an airport near 
Seoul. He then left aboard a shiny 
Constellation airliner for Tokyo 
and the first leg of his journey 
to the United States and retire- 
ment. 

In recent days Van Fleet was 
increasingly bitter over failure of 
the United Nations to drive the 
Communists out of Korea in the 
spring of 1951 when he said ‘‘they 
were defeated.”’ 

Thousands of Koreans lined the 
streets of Seoul as he drove to 
the airport after paying his final 
visit to aging President Syngman 
Rhee of South Korea. 

Thousands of persons, military 
and civilian, lined the field near 
Seoul to see Van Fleet step 
aboard the plane and end his 
military career in Korea.

HomeFires 
Can Be 
Prevented

Smoking all too frequently is 
blamed as the cause of home 
fires. It's one of the main 
causes, but certainly can not be 
blamed for all the tragic results 
of raging flames. 

“‘Any fire at home is at once 
blamed on a misplaced cigar- 
ette,”’ said P. A. Springer, 
safety engineer of the Atlanta 
Safety Council, ‘‘but it’s not 
true and many times lack of 
enough ash trays could be 
blamed. There are many fire 
hazards in the home. Home- 
makers should be well supplied 
with fuses in case one should 
blow out. If extra ones are not 
on hand, it’s wise to disconnect 
all appliances. There is a heavy 
drain on all of them in an aver- 
age home.”’ 


HIDE MATCHES ‘ 
It is especially important, th 
engineer pointed out, to keep 
matches out of reach of chil- 
dren. This is also true of fire- 
arms and ammunition which 
should be locked up. Screens 
are good preventive measures 
too, for sparks fly from open 
fireplaces and could burn holes 

in rugs, causing a fire. 
“Backing up to a fire is a 
habit of all of us,’’ continued 
Springer, ‘‘but doing it is espe- 
cially dangerous among women 
and girls in flimsy dresses. 
They do not realize that getting 
too close causes’ scorching 
which can in turn result in a 
personal as well as a home 
tragedy. Using a dry cleaning 
fluid in closed quarters rather 
than in an area of plenty of 
fresh air is a bad fire-hazard, 


of which many women are. 


guilty.”’

The official also said that 
many fires begin in the kitchen, 
for thoughtless servants as well 
as homemakers leave’ dish 
cloths on the stove. Stoves 
placed beneath windows where 
curtains swing in the breeze 
often ignite the curtains.

Correct Size 
Depends on 


Stature 


By IDA JEAN KAIN 

There are just as many 
pounds between sizes going up 
the scale as there are coming 
down . .. but the pounds loom 
larger coming down. 

When you first gained weight, 
no doubt it seemed that only a 
few added pounds forced you 
into a larger size and quickly 
into the next size. But now 
when you think of reducing 
from, say, a bulging 20 back to 
a youthful 16... it looks like 
a long way back. That’s why 
it is so much easier to plan 
to slim down a size at a time. 


KNOW POUND SIZE 


First you have to know the 
number of pounds between 
sizes. The average number de- 
pends on stature. In small sizes 
there is a 10-pound difference; 
in medium sizes a 12 to 14- 
pound difference; and in large 
sizes there are 16 pounds be- 
tween each size. 

To get the size picture, first 
understand that there is a 
weight range within which you 
can wear a certain size dress. 
The manufacturer’s dress size 
is within two to four pounds 
of the top -limit at which a 
woman can wear that size. So 
it's plain to see that the ex- 
act number of pounds to. your 
next smaller size depends on 
how near you are to the top 
weight limit on your present 
size. 


FACTS AND FIGURES 


Knowing the average number 
of pounds between sizes can 
keep you frem being discour- 
aged when you are trying to 
slim down. For example, one 
overweight, size 20, complains 
that even though she takes off 
as much as a dozen pounds, she 
cannot wear a smaller dress. 
Once ,she knows the facts and 
figures, however, she can see 
that five more pounds off will 
let her ease into size 18. Aware 
of this, would she stop when 
she had reduced only 12 pounds?

Factory employment in eight 
Southeastern States totaled 1,978,- 
200 in December, an increase of 
8,000 over the previous month 
and approximately 77,000 above 
the same month in 1951, the Bu- 
reau of Labor Statistics reported 
here Tuesday. 

The employment gains, accord- 
ing to Brunswick A. Bagdon, re- 
gional BLS director, reflected set- 
tlements of scattered labor dis- 
putes, seasonal upswings and 
general improvement in most con- 
sumer goods industries. 

At the same time average hour- 
ly earnings of factory production 
workers advanced from one to 
two cents above the previous 
month and reached an all-time 
high in December. Earnings 
ranged from $1.10 an hour in Mis- 
sissippi to $1.37 an hour in Ala- 
bama, Tennessee and Virginia. 
The regional average was ap- 
proximately six cents an hour 
higher than December, 1951. 

The 12-month gain in workers 
was about evenly distributed 
among defense and consumer 
goods industries, BLS pointed out. 
Major increases in consumer 
goods industries were recorded 
in apparel, textiles, furniture, 
food and leather industries.

Three-interesting steps in the development of public trans- 
portation in Atlanta are shown above. Invention of the automo- 
bile relegated all three to the junk pile. After the price of Civil 
War had been paid, Atlantans were prosperous again and 
began to plan pleasant week ends. In response to the demand for 
short-trip transportation, the railroads produced the weird con- 
traption shown at the top. Judging from its design, it gave the 
passengers not only a full view of the scenery but full blast of 
the engines’ smoke and hot cinders as well. It ran from Atlanta 
to Indian Springs, a favorite resort even in those days. The 
middle photo shows the city’s first electric railway and the 
“car barn’’ on Edgew6éod Ave., near Elizabeth St. Erected in 
1888, the barn still is standing. Inman Park was developed along 
the tracks, and was Atlanta’s most exclusive residential section 
at the turn of the century. Lower picture shows hacks waiting 
to pick up “‘fares’’ frpm the incoming trains at the old Union 
Station on Wall St.

Ed tried to make the flies im- 
mune to the poison by ‘“‘giving 
them little drops at a time to 
build up their immunity, but they 
all died in two or three days.’’. 

The young zoologist’s other 
scientific interests. did not lag 


to flow into the Menhinick home. 
His latest interest is in the field 
of comparative anatomy. 

In the past year, Ed has recon- 
structed skeletons of a ’possum, 
skunk, rat, mouse, muskrat, vul- 
ture, chicken, loon, cat, collie dog, 
and mole. 

‘“‘T wanted to do a study of the 
skeletons for the Westinghouse 
contest but it has been done be- 
fore,’ he said.

The Chamblee - Dora v i lle- 
Brookhaven area, where an es- 
timated $120,000,000 worth of in- 
dustrial plants, housing and 
schools have been. built since 
1945, is rapidly gaining new im- 
portance as the potential gate- 
way to the giant Buford dam de- 
velopment. 

According to plans for the Bu-

To Aid Coroner 
Proposed in Bill 


Dougherty County Rep. B. C. 
Gardner Jr. introduced legisla- 
tion Tuesday in the House that 
would establish medical exam- 
iners throughout the state for 
scientific post mortem evamina- 
tions in questionable deaths.

BANKS IN ATLANTA 
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Governor Talmadge Tuesday 
signed into law 25 bills, five of 
them general bills of -statewide 
application. 

One provides that the State 
Board of Corrections does not 
have power to assign prisoners 
for work in county jails. 


The bill further states the 
board may transfer prisoners 
from one to another county 
prison, if the prison meets the 
board’s standards. 


The board is given authority to 
withdraw prisoners .from any 
county prison which fails to meet 
standards set up by the board.

SEOUL, Korea, Wednesday, Feb. 11—P—Gen. James 
A, Van Fleet, whose only regret was that “we didn't finish 
the job,” today turned over command of the Eighth Arm 
in Korea to Lt. Gen. Maxwell D. Taylor. 


It was learned that Van Fleet 
will prepare en route home a 
series of speeches elaborating his 
views that he could have scored 
a knockout victory in mid-1951 
except for the high command de- 
cision to continue fruitless truce 
talks while the Reds rebuilt. _ 

The 60-year-old general turned 
over the command he held for 
nearly 23 months in a’ simple 
ceremony at an airport near 
Seoul. He then left aboard a shiny 
Constellation airliner for Tokyo 
and the first leg of his journey 
to the United States and retire- 
ment. 

In recent days Van Fleet was 
increasingly bitter over failure of 
the United Nations to drive the 
Communists out of Koréa in the 
spring of 1951 when he said ‘‘they 
were defeated.”’ | 

Thousands of Koreans lined the 
streets of Sedul as he drove to 
the airport after paying his final 
visit to aging President Syngman 
Rhee of South Korea. 

Thousands of persons, military 
and civilian, lined the field near 
Seoul to see Van Fleet step 
aboard the plane and end his 
military career in Korea.
